New York, August 10.—Ihis morn- 
ing the hull of the burning vessel 
Nictaux, still ablaze, floated against 
a pier occupied by the American 
export lumber company, at Hunter's 
Point, the premises being occupied by 
the company which also occupies both 
sides of Newtown creek. At the time 
the Nictaux came in contact with the 
pier they were unloading a large 
number of vessels. The fire immedi- 
ately communicated to a lumber yard 
and spread in every direction with 
lightning rapidity. 
From the lumber 
yard the fire spread to the vessels, and 
notwithstanding the efibrts made by 
several tugs which hastened to their 
assistance, six barges, one schooner 
and one ship were soon in flames. 
Over teu acres of fire are now raging 
wildly and it appears to be beyond 
the control of the firemen. Several 
burning 
vessels 
were 
towed 
into 
the 
river 
and 
have 
drifted 
with 
the

toward 
Blackwell's Island enveloped 
in a 
sheet of flames. The fire is spreading 
in every direction and no estimate 
can be formed as to its probable ex- 
tent. The scene from the river is one 
of indescribable grandeur, the flames 
rising in every direction and devour- 
ing every thing in their path.

His brilliant career, first, as the boy 
statesman of Columbia college, next as 
a military aid and favorite of WASH- 
JsroTON, and then oil statesman and 
lawyer, and his tragic death by the 
hand of the infamous AARON BURR, 
have made the life of HAMILTON a 
marked one in American historyj 
Not a native of the American conti- 
nent, but born 
of British blood, 
and on a British West India island, 
he ever had a British heart and never 
became thoroughly American either 
in his affections or his principles. In 
late yeara of his life, he could even 
say of himself, "every day proves to 
me more and more, that this Ameri- 
can world was not made for me." 


The political and personal hostil- 
i t y 
of 
HAMILTON t o JEFFERSON is 
not unknown. They represented two 
distinctly different ideas of American 
government and policy. During the 
organization of the government under 
the constitution, HAMILTON was the 
inspiring mind and leader of the fed- 
eral or strong government party, while 
JEFFERSON was the founder and 
leader of the democratic party. Poli- 
ticians who distrust the people, but 
believe in the nation (which GAR- 
FIELD in a late speech says, "should be 
spelled with a very big initial letter' ) 
and who, rather than surrender their 
idea of a strong government and na- 
tion, would prefer a monarchy, (con- 
stitutional in form perhaps, but not 
the leu a monarchy) will accept HAM- 
ILTON as their political teacher and 
guide. On the contrary, men who 
believe in the people, and a people's 
government in and through republi- 
can states, as the constitution united 
them, and defined the powers both of 
general and state government, will 
honor the name and teachings of JEF- 
FEBSON. 
The 
line 
between the 
political theories and systems of the 
two mon is so clearly marked as not to 
be mistaken. "The nation," whereof 
the government is strong and the peo- 
ple are subjects, expresses the HAMIL- 
TONIAN idea; and "the people of the 
United States," wherein the people 
are rulers and not subjects, except 
as they impose law upon themselves, 
expresses the 
JEFFERSONIAN idea; 
and by the ultimate triumph of one 
or the other, the imperial or the demo- 
tratic idea, will the American republic 
of the United States stand or fall. 
For our part, we are, as we believe 
the democratic party to be, as well in 
name as in affection and purpose on 
the side of the people. For their sake 
we oppose the empire and favor the 
republic. 


In the SENTINEL of Saturday, we 
briefly noticed the effort of HAMIL- 
TON in 1800, to defeat JEFFERBON 
for the presidency, by what may be 
properly called,a dishonest politicians' 
trick.

was rejected by that honest magis- 
trate, and therefore failed, and JEFF- 


ERSON became President by election 
over AARON BURR, by the house of 
representatives. From that time the 
power of the federal party waned and 
passed away, until it was revived by 
the passions engendered in the slavery 
agitation which led to 
LINCOLN'S 
election in 1800. These passions broke 
into fury with that event, and the 
war of five years which followed dem- 
onstrated the strength of a consolidat- 
ed federal power. In the hands of 
ambitious and able republican leaders, 
it became a gigantic force, .and they 
grew enamoured with it, and are 
loth U3 let it go—and to-day the prin- 
eipies inherited from HAMILTON vi- 
talize and control

United States. [Applause.] That student, 
soldier, statesman and great leader of 


t h o u g h t , A L E X A N D E R HAMTLTOK, o f 
N e w 
York, made this republic glorious by his 
thinking, and left his la.sllng impression 
upon New York, the foremost state of tlie 
union, [Applause,] and liere 
on 
this 
Island, the scene of his early triumphs, we 
gather to-night, soldiers of a new war» 
representing the same ideas of jinion and 
glory, and adding to the columns of tliat 
m o n u m e n t t h a t HAMILTON a n d 
WASH- 
INGTON aud the heroes of the revolution 
reared. 


Mark well this speech. 
It was no 
mere sudden flight of rhetoric, but 
made for a purpose on an important 
occasion to a vast audience, by the 
chosen leader of republican thought 
and policy in 1880. 
Mark the words 
'Soldiers of a new war representing the 
mme ideas of Pinion and glory." 
Note 
the collocation of names, "HAMILTON 
a n d 
WASHINGTON"—WASHINGTON, 
the American, "the father of his 
country," ever "first in the hearts of 
his countrymen," given the second 
place to HAMILTON, the Briton, the 
father of the federal party! 


In view of GARFIELD'S enthusiastic 
praise of HAMILTON, we venture to 
ask, are "the boys in blue," who 
heard and applauded him, the kind 
of soldiers HAMILTON liked, when he 
said: "Let oflSicers be men of sense 
and 
sentiment, 
and 
the nearer 
the soldiers approach to machines 
perhaps the better?" 
We surmise 
that GARFiELiife "Boys in Blue," 
and "Soldiers of a new war" are not 
altogether the same who fought under 
HAN( 0(ÍK at Gettysburg in 1863, and 
under MOOLELLAN at Antietam in 
1862, for the union and constitution, 
and who'will vote for 
HANCOCK 
aud the uuion and constitution in 
1880, rather than for GARFIELD and 
the "uuion and glory" of ALEXAN- 
DER HAMILTON'S imagination. 


France submitted to an imperial 
despotism and to wars which devasta- 
ted Europe for years,shouting France, 
the empire and glory; and iu the 
midst of her misery and servitude a 
big letter "N" could be seen on every 
public edifice in France signifying 
tlie Empire and Glory.

"Great Britain, with all her fleets and 
armies." Be that as it may, it is sig- 
nificant that Gen. GARFIELD selects 


ALEXANDER HAMILTON as his model 
and teacher of American statesman- 
ship. 


C A U S E O F T H E D E C L I W E

A few years ago, and that since the 
close of the war, there was but a sin- 
gle democrat in the senate, while the 
house of representatives was over- 
whelmingly republican. In addition 
to this, there was then and has been 
ever since a republican president. 
The republican ascendency seemed to 
be perpetually assured. Now, how- 
ever there are democratic majorities 
in both branches of congress, and a 
republican President occupies the ex- 
ecutive chair only by a succeasful 
piece of chicanery that defeated the 
will of a popular democratic major- 
ity of a quarter of a million of votes. 
How this chicanery was made eflective

a few only of the most obvious ones, 
viz: 


A republican vice-president togeth- 
er with many leading republicans in 
both houses of congress are known to 
have been guilty of corrupt practices 
in the Credit Mobilier, and the Dis- 
trict of Columbia matters; the "whisky 
thiell%s," among whom was the Presi 
dent's private secretary, when sought 
to be prosecuted and punished at the 
instance of a republican secretary of 
the treasury, were found to be so 
countenanced by the President and 
influential members of ,the party, both 
in and out of congress, that the eflTorts 
at prosecution were paralyzed, and 
thereby made comparatively fruitless; 
both the secretary and his district at- 
torney had to lay down their ofliees as 
the penalty for having been too vigor- 
ous in the prosecution. 
Encouraged 
by this open protection of wrong 
doers, and the displeasure manifested 
in high places toward those who 
sought to bring offenders to justice, 
we next find a member of the cabinet 
ling his hands with the traffic in 
post-traderships. A slight effort was 
made by Mr. Hayes to check this 
tide of corruption in office by attempt 
ingto remove Mr. ARTHUR from the 
collectorship of the port of New 
York for alledged malfeasance in of 
fice, and to the end that the office 
might be "honestly administered;" 
but the collector simply snapped his 
fingers at Mr. HAYES and told him 
that he proposed to hold on, and the 
republican party has rewarded both 
his misdeeds and his recusancy by 
nominating him for vice president on 
the ticket with 
GARFIELD, who 
is 
himself 
a 
possible 
convict 
on 
his 
own 
confession, 
for the grave offence of corruption in 
office, under sections 1,781 and 1,782 
of the revised statutes of the United 
States. 
All these things, together 
with many others like them, are mat 
ters of record, as having been prac- 
ticed under republican administra- 
tion. It is idle to try to dispute them 
by the charge that they are trumped 
up by democrats ioij political effect. 


Beyond this it sfJms needless to go 
iu enumerating the »causes that have

Public office is a trust, not a boun- 
ty bestowed upon the holder. 


The bayonet is not a fit instrument 
for collecting the votes of freemen. 


The great principles of American 
liberty still are the lawful inheritance 
of this people, and ever should bo. 


Power may destroy the forms, but 
not the principles of justice; these 
will live in spite even of the sword. 


It is a vital principle in our system 
thai neither fraud nor force must be 
allowed to subvert the rights of the 
people. 


The army should have nothing to 
do with the selection or inauguration 
of Presidents. The people elect the 
President. 


I would under no circumstances al- 
low myself or my troops to determine 
who were tiie lawful members of a 
state legislature. 


The regular army should be so di- 
lected by its superior officers as to be 
recognized as a bulwark iu support of 
the rights of the people and of the 
law. 


Woe to us whenever it shall come 
to pass that the jjower of the magis- 
trate—civil or military—is permitted 
to deal with the mere opinions or 
feelings of the people. 


No form of government, however 
carefully devised, no principles, how- 
ever sound, will protect the rights of 
the people unless the administration 
is faithful and efficient. 


The right of trial by jury, th« 
habeas c&rpu»^ ifche liberty of the prew, 
the freedom of speech, the natural 
rights of j)ersons and the rights of 
property, must be preserved. 


The paople elect the President. The 
congress declare who he is. We of 
the army have only to obey its man> 
dates and are protected in so doing 
only so far as they may be lawful. 


The army has been used unlawfully 
at times in the judgment of the peo- 
pole, and we have lost a great deal of 
the kindly feeling which the com- 
munity at larga once felt for us. It is 
time to stop. 


It is only by a full vote, free ballot 
and fair count that the people can 
rule in fact, as required by the theory 
of our government. 
Take this foun- 
dation away and the whole structure 
falls. 


The union, comprising a general 
government with general powera and 
rftate governments with state powers 
for purposes local to the state, is the 
union our fathers made and |j[hich has 
been respected abroad and is benefi- 
cent at home. 


If called to the Presidency, I should 
deem it my duty to resist, with all my 
power, any attempt to impair or evade 
thè full force and effect of the con- 
stitution, which, in every article, sec- 
tion and amendment, is the supreme 
law of the land. 


Thè true and proper use of the 
military power, besides defending the 
national honor against foreign na- 
tions, is to uphold the laws and civil 
government and to secure to every 
person residing amonj^ us the enjoy- 
ment of life, liberty and property. 


In war it is indispensable to repel 
force with force and overthrow and 
destroy opposition, to lawful author- 
ity. But when the insurrectionary 
forces have been overthrown and 
peace established, aud the civil au- 
thorities are ready and willing to per- 
form their duties, the military should 
cease to lead, and the civil adminis- 
tration resume its natural and right- 
ful dominion. 


I like Jefferson's way of inaugura- 
tion. It suits our system. He rode 
alone on horse back to the capitol, 
tied his horse to a rail fence, entered 
and was duly sworn, then rode to the 
executive mansion and took posses- 
sion. He inaugurated himself simply 
by taking the oath of office. There 
is no other legal inauguration in our 
system. It does not provide that one 
president should inaugurate another. 
There might be danger iu that and 
it was studiously left out of the 
charter.
